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Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld's Visit: U.S. 
Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsf eld' s visit to Pakistan 
is the front page story in most national dailies, many 
with front page photos as well. Articles report on his 
brief "unannounced" visit to the quake -stricken areas of 
Muzaffarabad and Shinkiari on the heels of Vice 
President Cheney's visit. Articles focus on his visit to 
the MASH and his meeting with pilots and crews of 
Chinook helicopters at Qasim Base "which have been 
shuttling the bulk of relief supplies for millions of 
quake survivors . " 

Although the visit was brief, it generated prominent 
coverage in the media. Almost all articles quote 
Secretary Rumsfeld as praising Pakistan as a "moderate 
country" and reiterating the U.S. intention to continue 
supporting Pakistan in rebuilding and rehabilitation 
efforts. Headlines in some newspapers highlight his 
statement that "Usama may be unable to" run the militant 
network and has not been heard from for nearly a year, 
(paras 2-7) . Newspapers also highlight Secretary 
Rumsfeld's visit to Afghanistan and his meeting with 
President Hamid Karzai and his assurance of "continued 
military support" to Kabul, (paras 8-9). 

Military action against insurgents in Kohlu, Balochistan 
province, is another front-page story today. Karachi- 
based "Dawn" reports that "two more camps of insurgents" 
were destroyed in the mountainous areas of the district, 
(para 20) . 

Vice President Dick Cheney's Visit: While Vice President 
Cheney's visit to Pakistan is the focus of extensive 
editorial comment today, it also generates a news story 
in the nationalist Urdu daily "Nawa-e-Waqt" which 
reports that Cheney "had to cast a tie-breaking vote" in 
the Senate cutting short his "Mideast visit." 
Vice President Cheney's visit to Pakistan and his 
meeting with President Musharraf where the latter urged 
the U.S. to help resolve the Kashmir issue generates 
editorial comment in almost all national dailies today. 
Nationalist Urdu daily "Nawa-e-Waqt " comments that "U.S. 
sincerity would be judged from the practical measures it 
takes, not VP Cheney's assurances." Populist Urdu daily 
"Khabrain" praises the U.S. for its earthquake 
assistance and feels that Vice President Cheney's 
assurance of continued support "is also commendable." 
In its editorial titled "Multifaceted Ties," center- 
right national English daily "The Nation" writes that "a 
member of Mr . Cheney ' s delegation has reportedly 
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objected to certain relief organizations being allowed 
to function in the quake-hit areas; as long as these 
organizations continue to provide much-needed relief 
nobody has the right to object." (paras 22-30). End 
Summary.

Talking to journalists 
traveling with him, he said that Pakistan has proven to 
be a modern Islamic state and added that it is our ally.

U.S. relations with modern Muslim states. The world must 
see that the U.S. is cooperating with countries fighting 
against people who behead others and are involved in 
extremism.... He said that the U.S. is reducing the 
number of troops sent for relief work; the number was 
1200 previously and is now 850, he said. Similarly, the 
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number of helicopters has been reduced from 24 to 12. He 
visited Muzaffarabad and Shinkiari and toured the U.S. 
field hospital, met with U.S. troops and patients being 
treated there .... According to diplomatic sources , 
since this was not a bilateral trip, Mr. Rumsfeld did 
not meet with Pakistani officials, contrary to 
expectation. According to sources Mr. Rumsfeld travels 
abroad at Christmas time to greet U.S. troops posted 
abroad personally, and this visit was made in the same

"U.S. Secretary of Defense Donald Rumsfeld arrived 
unexpectedly in Pakistan yesterday where he visited the 
earthquake stricken areas, met with American troops and 
other officials. Talking to journalists he said that 
even if Usama bin Laden is alive, he is not in a 
position to command Al Qaeda. He said that the U.S. 
would continue to provide assistance to Pakistan for 
reconstruction and rehabilitation. He added that 
Pakistan is a moderate Islamic country and that the U.S. 
would continue to support it . " 

5. "Rumsfeld Visits Quake-Hit Areas" "Dawn" (12/22) 

"US Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld arrived in 
Pakistan on Wednesday for a first-hand look at areas 
that were devastated by the October 8 earthquake. Mr. 
Rumsfeld, who arrived here unannounced, was received at 

Chaklala airbase near Islamabad by his Pakistani 
counterpart Rao Sikandar Iqbal. He later flew to 
Muzaffarabad and visited the main US MASH hospital. He 
also visited a US surgical unit at Shinkiari in 
northwest Pakistan which has been treating the injured. 
Mr. Rumsfeld also met pilots and crew of US Chinook 
helicopters at Qasim airbase in Rawalpindi near 
Islamabad, which have been shuttling the bulk of the 
relief supplies for millions of quake survivors . " 

6. "Rumsfeld Doubts Usama In Position To Command Al-

"The Pakistan government had made preparations for the 
brief visit of US Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
about a week ago when it was officially conveyed that

His travel here, however, remained a guarded secret. It 
was the Ministry of Defense that coordinated the few 
hours that Rumsfeld spent in Pakistan.

After the 
high-profile visit of Vice President Dick Cheney on 
Tuesday and his extensive meetings at the Aiwan-e-Sadr , 
Rumsfeld spent very little time with Musharraf in the 
afternoon.... Earlier, according to media persons 
traveling with him, Rumsfeld called Pakistan "a moderate 
Muslim regime in the world that is demonstrating 
partnership". "I think it is important that the world 
recognizes the relationships the United States has had 
in the past with moderate Muslim states and what we do," 
Rumsfeld said and urged that the world should "see that 
the activities of the United States are not to support 
those . . . who are opposed to the people , who cut off 
heads and engage in violent extremist activities" . 
Rumsfeld said he doubts that Usama bin Laden is in a 
position to assert full command over the al-Qaeda terror 
network. He said he found it interesting that Usama had 
not been heard of publicly in nearly a year." 

7. "Usama May Be Unable To Command, Says US" "Dawn" 
(12/22) 

"Al-Qaeda leader Usama bin Laden may no longer be able 
to run the militant network and has not been heard from 
for nearly a year, US Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld 
said on Wednesday. Mr. Rumsfeld said on a trip to 
Pakistan that the Bush administration still considers it 
a priority to capture the mastermind of the Sept 11, 
2001 attacks on the United States, who is believed to be 
hiding somewhere in the mountains along the Afghanistan- 
Pakistan border. "I think it is interesting that we 
haven ' t heard from him for close to a year , " Mr . 
Rumsfeld told reporters en route to Islamabad. "I don't 
know what it means, but I suspect in any event if he is 
alive and functioning that he is spending a major 
fraction of his time trying to avoid being caught," Mr. 
Rumsfeld said." 

8. "US Defense Chief Rumsfeld Visits Afghanistan" "The 
Nation" (12/22) 

"US Defense Secretary Donald Rumsfeld arrived in 
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Afghanistan on Wednesday for a brief visit that will 



include talks with President Hamid Karzai, the 

President's office said He was due to meet Karzai 

for talks that would touch on US military operations in 
Afghanistan, a presidential spokesman said. Rumsfeld 
announced on Tuesday that the United States would reduce 
its troop strength in Afghanistan next year by between 
2,000 and 3,000 soldiers from the current 19,000. The 
troops are based mainly in the insurgency-hit south and 
east, helping to hunt militants from the ousted Taliban 
regime and other Islamic outfits who carry out regular

"According to reports, Western relief agencies, 
including those run by the United Nations and the United 
States government, have complained of "perceptible 
harassment by 'Jihadi elements' working in the quake 
hit-areas in Azad Kashmir and the NWFP" . There are some 
20,000 workers belonging to religious and Jihadi NGOs 
carrying out relief activities there, led by the most 
notorious "renamed" Lashkar-e-Tayba. . .This was preceded 
by a statement by the US ambassador to Pakistan, Ryan C 
Crocker, calling upon the government to monitor and, if 
necessary, stop some Jihadi organizations from 
continuing their relief work. . .The Jamaat-e- Island, has 
its own outfit in the field, too, under the name of Al 
Khidmet Foundation, deploying 12,000 workers. It denies 
any friction with Western agencies, although it has had 
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a dangerous conf rontatxon with the relief groups run by 
the MQM in the AJK area. . .Pakistan's bad image is 
getting in the way once again. That the Jihadis are 
"waiting in the wings" has become clear to everyone in 
the world. ..Is it possible that the delay in the 
fulfillment of these pledges could be attributed to the 
Jihadis enhancing their image at the cost of the image 
of the country? It goes without saying that should the 

Foreign Office start receiving expressions of polite 
reservation from the West; it would be hard put to play 

on the front foot Therefore something must be done 

urgently to prevent the religious and Jihadi elements 
(around 20,000) from coming face to face with the 
Western NGOs that they have been taught in the past to 
hate . " Crocker 
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
